THE WAR BETWEEN FRANCE AND TONQUIN. 

Paris, June 9.— {Special cable. The plot 
of the Franco-Chinese drama daily thickens. 
The thrill of martial order that flashed 
through France at the news ot the fate of 
the gallant Riviére is now tempered by ap- 
prehension of the possible consequences. 
The Reactionary aud Radical papers 
predict that the Republic will find a Mexico 
in China, and twit the Republic with having 
sent a spirited naval commander to Tonquin 
to conduct diplomatic negotiations, and with 
now sending a civilian, Dr. Harmand, 
to conduct military operations. The 
Clarion goes so far as to detect 
in the affair with CiNna the finger 
of Bismarck and the preponderance of Ger- 
manism. The Clarton concludes by saying: 
“It is better that France should follow the 
example of Kussia herself. When placed in 
an analogous position in the Kuldja affair 
she adroitly yielded to the demands of 
China without thereby losing her prestige in 
Central Asia.” 

The Patrie declares that the greatest dan- 
gor in a war with China is the fact that 
China will have perfect liberty to issue let- 
ters of marque to American privateers, who, 
unlike the European Powers, are ex- 
empt from the obligations of Congress 
of Paris of 1856, and who, tempted by 
the bait, would prey upon French commerce 
in all parts of the world. They will do so 
under the legal protection of a strip of yel- 
low bunting and a bit of paper 
bearing the Chinese official charac- 
ters. Meanwhile warlike preparations con- 
tinue at Toulon, and the Republican papers 
declare that the Marquses Tseng, by recog- 
nizing the treaty of 1874, which hands over a 
portion of the Annam territory to the tute- 
lage of France, admits that China has no 
claims to the suzerainty of Annam. The 
Temps is firmly convinced that China’s 
action is purely platonic, and that there 
will be no war. The Annam forces are 
recruited solely from bands of Chinese and 
Annamite adventurers whom misfortune has 
pushed by thousands into the basin of the 
Red River. These bands once swept away, 
no genuine natives will place any obstacle in 
the way of the establishment of peace. At 
all events, French bloodshed must be 


avenged. 
GREAT EVENTS.

» EXPIATED. 
STERN JUSTICE LAYS,ASIDE HER SCALES 
AFTER A FEARFUL JUDGMENT. 

DvuB.in, June 9.—Timothy Kelly, convict- 
ed of participation in the Phenix Park mur- 
ders, was hanged in Kilmainham Jalil at 8 
o’clock this morning. he 

He was the fifth executed. 

There was a large crowd outside the 
prison, but no disturbance, 

It is believed that Kelly die without mak- 
ing any statement. 

Mr. Varrau, a member of the Prisoners 
Aid Society, called upon Earl Spencer, the 
Lord-Lieutenant, last evening and gave him 
personal assurance that at 8 o’clock on the 
night of the Phenix Fark murders Kelly was 
present ata meeting of the society. This 
morning Verrau stood in front of the jail and 
stated that he expected every moment to hear 
that Kelly had been reprieved. 

The authorities, expecting a great crowd 
at the jafl during the execution, adopted ex- 
tensive precautions for the maintenance of 
order. Police surrounded the prison; 
marines dressed as civilians mixed with the 
crowd, and two companies of troops were in 
readiness for any emergency within the 
gate adjacent to the hospital. The crowd 
was very quiet. A number of women fer- 
vently read prayers for the dying. When the 
black flag was hoisted over the prison some 
persons uttered shrieks and several young 
women fell on their knees and called for the 
curse of God upon James Carey, the in- 
former. 

The crowd soon. dispersed. 

Kelly received the sacrament this morning 
and knelt with priests in prayer up to the last 
moment. He maintained.a calm demeanor, 
but was very pale. 

His parting interview with his mother and 
friends yesterday was very painful. 

This morning he gave a lock of his hair 
and some flowers to Canon Kennedy, and re- 
quested him to hand them to his mother 

Before death he repeated the promise he 
made to his mother that he would leave no 
statement or letter regarding the murders. 

(The third trial of Timothy Kelly resuited in 
his conviction by the jury after half an hours 
deliberation. The prisoner’s youth and bis re- 
peated arraignments on the same cha made 
his case unusuaily painful. But there be 
no reasonable doubt either that he was legally 
guilty of murder, or that he was one of the 
principal agents and perpetrators in the ghastly 
butchery of May, 1882. The issue was purely 
one of fact. There was no question, as in Fitz- 
harris’ case, of the rules of evidence or of diffi- 
culty in proving a «uilty intendon. If Kelly 
was on the scene of the murder at all. 
he was there to take part in 
it, he did take part in it. A very 
determined effort was made by his able counsel 
to prove that he was somewhere else. The wit- 
nesses for the defense grew in number with the 
time afforded for procuring them. But so also 
did the knowledge of the Crown lawyers as to 
the consistency Of the story and the antecedents 
of the narrators. Under the cross-examination 
of the Attorney-General for Ireland the alibi 
broke down, and with that went Keliy’s last 
hope of acquittal. He was the last of the pris- 
oners to be tried for being concerned 
as principals u the murder of Mr. Burke 
and Lord Frederick Cavendish, was the 
last banged, and was then exeouted only 
after the greatest efforts bad been put forth to 
secure mercy from the Irish Bxecutive. Last 
Wednesday a memorial to the Government 
praying that the death sentence be commuted 
was signed by seven of the jurors summoned 
during the recent commission, including two 
men who served on the jury which convicted 
Kelly. 

The last trial of Kelly ended May 9. When 
the jury returned, the prisoner, who was gery 
pale and wild-look ing. was asked if be had any- 
thing to say why sentence of death should not 
be passed upun him. He said, iu a loud, firm 
voices “Lam not guilty of the murder of Mr. 
Thomas Henry Burke. I have to thank my 
counsel sincerely, and may they live long to de- 
fend the innocent!” 

Mr. Justice O Brien—Timothy Kelly, u have 
been upon the third trial found guilty, upon 
evidence as clear and certain as possibiy could 
be, as it was upon both the former trials, inde- 
pendent ot the evidence of Joseph Hanlon. Jus- 
tice, certain if slow, delayed and obstructed it 
may be for the time, bas at last in your person 
reached one of the principal agents in this great 
crime. Pity for your youth and uvhappy fate 
forbids me trom dwelling upon your part jn that 
great crime or saying one word that would ag- 
Fra vate the painful, dreadful position in which 
you stand, and I shall merely exhort you to use 
the short space of time that re.uains for you in 
this world to obtain forgiveness. 

The prisoner was then sentenced to be banged 
the 9th of June. 

On leaving the dock he said, “ Thank you, my 
Lord.“ and waved bis hand to the occupants of

OTHER IRISH NEWS. 
THE RUSH TO AMERICA. 

Dont. June 9.— The farmers are per- 
plexed by the general labor exodus to Amer-, 
ica and the impossibility of securing at any 
price or on any terms the better class of 
skilled farm laborers. The one anxiety of 
those who are left seemg to be to work long 
enough to secure sufficient money to pay a 
steerage fare to the United States. So far 
has the embarrassment reached that the local 
boards have in many cases refused longer to 
make money grants for either clothes or 

money, which they have a right to 
do under the emigration clause of the Ar- 
rears act. One particular feature, which 
is of interest in America, is the adoption 
by several boards of a rule to furnish 
aid no longer to any except those who are 
inmates of the workhouses or in receipt of 
outdoor relief. This is done nominally for 
the purpose of stopping the emigration of 
able-bodied men, whose services cannot well 
be spared here, but to many candid observers 
itlooks much like an effort to encourage 
pauper emigration. It is said thatin mahy 
villages the only persons to be met are the 
old and infirm, burdens on the rates.” 
Throughoat the whole northern country 
capable workmen cannot be found on any 
terms which the farmer can pay. The labor- 
ers are going at any opportunity and on any 
terms which will secure passage-money, and 
such as are left are only waiting to earn

SULIEMAN DAOUD 
EXECUTED. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 9.—The execution of 
Sulieman Daoud this motning, for setting 
fire to Alexandria, took place in the midst of 
the great square. Sulieman had to dé almost 
carried to the scaffold, and was nearly com- 
atose from fright before he was finally 
hanged. Some persons say he died before 
the trap fell. On thewayto the execution 
the condemned man murmured that he had 
been victimized by Arabi Pasha. 


DEBATE AT WONDON. 

Loxpox, June 9—A debate occurred in 
the House of Commons last evening relative 
to the execution of Sulieman Daoud. The 
members opposed to the execution were led 
by Sir George Campbell and Mr. Molloy, the 
members from Kings County, Ireland, who 
urged the Government to telegraph request- 
ing a stay of the execution. Sir Drummond 
Wolff asserted that the death of Sulleman 
Daoud was hurried in order to silence 
charges against the Khedive. 

Lord Fitzmaurice, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, replied that Sir Edward Malet, the 
British Consul-General in Egypt, was ordered 
to inquire as to whether there was anything 
in the case calling for the intervention of the 
British @vernment. 

Premier Gladstone finally declared that, as 
Malet had not informed the Government 
that there had been any injustice done to 
Sulieman Daoud, they had distinctly de- 
clined to interfere in the matter. He said 
Lord Dufferin had informed him that the 
charges made against the Khedive were ri- 
diculous. .

KINO SENTENCED, 
TEN YEARS’ PENAL SERVITUDE—A SINGU- 
LAR CAREER. 

Lonpon, June 9.—Henry D. Kino, arrested 
at Salt Lake City on a charge of arson in 
London many years ago, has been sentenced 
to ten years’ penal servitude. 

[March 4, 1883, Letective J. Shere, of Scotland 
Yards, London, arri in New York, and went 
immediately to police headquarters, where he 
claimed of the Inspector Henry David Kino, 
sometimes known as Douglas Heury Kino, a 
Russian Jew, who, under the extradition treaty, 
was arrested in Salt Lake Feb. 18. All the pa- 
pers were in proper shape, and the prisoner 
went to England by the tirst steamer. He was 
permitted to tell his story, which is a remark- 
able one, and illustrates how vigorously uffend- 
ers are pursued on the other side. Kino says he 
is 32 years old, and was born at Skempo, a small 
town in the district of Pakow, European Russia. 
In 1864 he went to London and learned tailoring. 
He came to America in 1868, worked in New 
York till 1870, returned to England, came back 
in 1871, went to California, found a rich relative 
in Michigan, married a Polish Jewess in 
1872, and was naturalized. In the fall of that 
year he returned to London with a small 
capital and credit, and Dec. 31, 1877, 
be had prospered to such an extent that he had 
clothing stores in Birmingbam and Manchester, 
and ou High Holboro, Regent Circus, Cheap- 
side, and Union Causeway, Surrey. Jacob 
Davis, his brother-in-law, managed the Holborn 
store. One sight while be was making up his 
account in Union Causeway, where he lived 
with his wife and two o Aren. the High Hol- 
born store was burned. He claimed he first 
knew of the disaster while lunching witb Davis. 
His furniture and fixtures at High Holborn 
ro insured in the Phoenix Insurance Com- 
pany, and bis stuck. which was much damaged, 
for £2,500 each in the Commercial Union and 
Northern Companies.

THE WHISKY AND BEER TAX. 

The only thing about the high license 
which is adversely criticised is the large dis- 
crimination in behalf of beer. itis claimed 
that with a $500 tax on whisky $150 on beer 
is not enough. But it should be borne in 
mind that the sums fixed by the State law 
will be merely the minimum fees which the 
local authorities are permitted to charge for 
saloon licenses. Every local Goverument— 
city, town, village, and county—has the au- 
thority to increase the license fees beyond the 
minimum fixed by the State law, and there is 
nothing to prevent an increase of either one 
of the two fees without ching the other. 
There is nothing in the law which requires 
local: Governments to maintain the same 
ratio of discrimination as that incorporated 
in the State schedule. For instance: the 
Common Council of Chicago will be required 
to fix the license fee for the sale of ali kinds 
of liquors at not less than $500, and 
for the sale of beer at not less 
than $150. It may, in its own discretion, 
charge $500 tor the whisky saloons and the 
same amount for beer saloons; or it may as- 
sess the former at $500 and the latter at $250 
or $300; It is a matter of local option“ 
whether the rate of discrimination in the 
State law be observed or not. Hence the ob- 
jection that the State law has rated beer sa- 
loons too low can be overcome ip every com- 
munity where the notion prevails that the 
beer saloons should pay more than $150 per 
annum. 

It is altogether probable that the tendency 
in nine communities out of every ten will be 
to raise the minimum rate on beer fixed by 
the State law. it will not be at all surpris- 
ing if the Irish element in the Common Coun- 
cil of Chicago, tor instance, will in- 
sist on raising the fee for beer-sell- 
ing to $20 or $300 at least, as 
a more equitable division of the tax. 
Probably such action would not be seriously 
resisted by German sentiment outside the 
smaller German saloonkeepers, as there was 
a strong sentiment among the German beer- 
drinkers in favor of the bill when $250 was 
proposed as the sum to be demanded for 
beer-licenses. It was altogether unnecessary 
to reduce the beer-saloon license as low as 
$150, but the Common Council will have the 
power to correct the error, and is very likely 
to do it. 

There is another reason why the two 
classes of license should be placed more 
nearly on a level. So long as there shall be 
a difference of $350 between whisky and beer 
licenses there Will be a strong temptation to 
take out the cheaper license and attempt to 
sell all kinds of liquor surreptitiously. It is 
true that the law provides fine, imprisonment, 
and forfeifire of license for selling any other 
than malt liquors under a beer license, but 
men will always take dangerous risks to make 
a large saving, and the work of spying out 
and prosecuting such an offense will always 
de attended by expense and annoyance. Ex- 
perience will probablwehow that evasions of 
the law in this way m&y be prevented more 
easily by making beer saloons pay $250 or 
$300 when whisky saloons must pay $500, 
In such case the difference would not be 
large enougfhto justify any saloonkeeper in 
running the risk of being fined and forfeiting 
his privileges altogether to sell intoxicants.

It is now the intention to make 
the limit of the testimonial $150,000, There 
is little doubt that this amount will be sub- 
scribed. The cireular of the Vatican seems 
to have had an entirely contrary effect to 
that which it was expected and intended to 
have. When it was issued, the 11th of May, 
the Parnell fund had not reached 
quite $30,000. Immediately on its pul- 
lication in the Irish papers the fund 
began to swell, One day $4,000 was 
added, and in the short space of three weeks 
some $50,000 have been subscribed, mostly 
by Irish farmers. It is ons of the most re- 
markable facts in connection with this mat- 
ter that many Irish priests—about 100 in 
all—though specially interdicted from sub- 
scribing to the fund, and threatened with 
deprivation of their priestly functions, have 
subscribed since the publication of the cir- 
cular in the Irish journals. Of course their 
defense, if called to account for such viola- 
tion of the spirit and letter of the instrac- 
tions of the Prop a, will be that they 
had no official notice of the circular. Al- 
though the circular does not include Amer- 
loan priests in the scope of its censure or 
instruction, its spirit seems to have been 
more generally acted on here than in Ire- 
land, notwithstanding that the eleventh-hour 
appeal of the so-called Irish National League 
of this country is said to have been written 
by two priests, and that a third priest has 
been appointed a Treasurer. With the excep- 
tion of the Aréhbdistiop of Chicago, no 
American Roman Catholic prelate has sub- 
scribed to the fund, and the priestly sub- 
scribers have been mostly confined to the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco and the Dio- 
cese of Peoria. 

It is new understood that Mr. Parnell is 
very reluctant to receive any portion of the 
fund thus raised. On account of the fuss 
made about the affair, and the taunts flung 
at him by the Anglo-Roman faction, he seems 
disposed to refuse the money, and to advise 
that the amount subscribed be made a per- 
manent parliamentary fund, the interest of 
which should be used to deftay the necessary 
expenses of parllamentary contests in Ire- 
land and in some cases in England. Mr. 
Thomas Sherlock, one of the Dublin com- 
mittee, however, voices the sentiments of 
his colleagues, and doubtless of the sub- 
scribers, when he says it is the determina- 
tion to allow Mr. Parnell no option about 
$65,000 of the fund, which shall be applied 
to clearing off the mortgages on his prop- 
erty... It would be monstrous,” says Mr. 
Sherigek, “if, in addition to his wonderrul 
labors for Lreland, which have seriously im- 
paired his health, we were to allow our- 
selves to be indebted to Mr. Parnell for 
pecuniary sacrifices also.“ P 

The $85,000 which will remain after the 
mortgages in question are cleared off will be 
an ampée fund for parliamentary purposes. 
It will enable the Parnellites to oust the little 
handful of Tory lendlords, and to weed out 
the place-hunting members of the Home-Rule 
party who now represent Irish constituen- 
cies. It will enable them to return a com- 
pact body of reformers, who will, with the 
cooperation of the sincere English Liberals, 
be able to pass those measures of legitimate 
reform which they -have hitherto demanded 
in vain. 

The [rish people, particularly the Irish- 
Irish, have proved by their subscriptions to 
the fund that they are not wanting in grati- 
tude, that they are thoroughly loyal to Par- 
nell, and that they can, in political matters at 
least, act independently of Rome.

THE COMMERCIAL CLUB SCHOOL. 

It has not been officially announced, but it 
is generally understood, that the subscription 
of $100,000 ‘by meinbers of the Commercial 
Club ot this city to found a manual-training 
school in Chicago is practically complete, 
and that a committee has been raised with 
full power to purchase a site, construct a 
building, secure a Director or Principal, and 
inatigurate the new educational enterprise. 
Two years ago Tue TRIBUNE began the agi- 
tation in this city of the subject of the su- 
premé importance of improved methods of 
industrial education. Nearly a year ago the 
first practical step in the direction of Tur 
Trisune’s line of argument was taken by 
the Commercial Club. This step was taken 
with enthusiasm, but the intrequency of the 
club meetings necessarily rendered subse- 
quent action slow. Neariy a year has been 
consumed in raising the subscription from 
$65,000 to $100,000. The presumption is now, 
however, that there will be no more delay, 
that the enterprise will be pushed rapidly 
to completion—in time at least for the or- 
ganization and opening of the school on the 
ist of September of the present year. 

The deep interest Tue Tripunr has taken 
in the subject seems to ‘be a sufficient war- 
rant for afew pertinent observations. The 
immediate prosperity of any human gnter- 
prise depends upon the presence of all essen- 
tial conditions of success. Many enterprises 
only reach success after a series of failures. 
Meantime the cause sought to be promoted 


is retarded rather than advanced; money is 


wasted, and discouragement follows. Of all 
human undertakings there is none more 
difficult than that of training to the best 
vantage the mind and hand of man. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the first prime condi- 
tion of the immediate suecess of the projected 
Commercial Club schoo! will be found in the 
character, general acquirements, aud special 
lioness for the station of the man who shall 
be seleeted as Director or Principal of the 
institution. The field of selection is happily 
very narrow indeed. We say “happily,” 
lor in the paucity of numbers of those whose 
cases are likély to be considered it will be 
easier, perhaps, to decide upon the best; and 
it is hardly necessary to remark to the prac- 
tical gentlemen of the Commercial Club that 
the best educator to be found in the small 
fraternity of industrial teachers cannet be 
too good for the purposes of their enterprise. 
We assume that the Commercial Club has 
been induced to its present action by motives 
similar to those which moved Tue Trisune 
to urge the establishment of a manual-train- 
ing school In Chicago—namely: with the de- 
sign of presenting to the people of this city 
& practical illustration of the value of indus- 
trial education, hoping ultimately for its 
adoption in the public schaols uf Chicago 
and the whole country. Any other view ot 
the purpose of the club would be nafrow, 
because any other view would fall tar short 


of solving the adequate indus- 
trial education. tase educatioi in Eu- 
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polytechnit m9 of those codnitries 


of furnishing the youth ot the country with 
industrial edaca but private enterprise 
may test the soe al after & dem- 
onstration of its utility commend it to the 
_suffrages of the people for incorporation in 
the public schools. The point of all this is, 
that the Commercial Club school should, in 
the opinion of Tun Tribune, be centrally 
situated in the city proper of Chicago: 
(1) that it may conveniently receive pupils 
from the public-school elass and (2) that it 
may be easy of access to professional teach- 
ers, educators generally, and the public at 
large. 

A third condition of success, not absolute- 
ly essential but important, is, that the build- 
ing designed for the use of the school shall 
be exactly adapted to the purposes of the pe- 
cullar methods of instruction to be pursued 
therein. It 18, hence, obvious that the man 
who is best fitted by eulture and experience 
to assume the Directorship of the school, 
and who shall be selected for that station, is 
best fitted generally to supervise the con- 
struction and equipment of the entire estab- 
lishment it thus comes about that the most 
important step that the club committee will 
be called upon to take is« logically the first 
step on the road to a grand success—nawmely: 
the choice of a Director. For before the ar- 
chitect draws a line of the plans of the 
school building he should consult the best 
authority on the subject, and the best au- 
thority is the man to whom the conduct of 
the school is to be confided. 

From every point of view the Directorship 
appears to be of the first consequence; that 
being wisely bestowéd, the success of the 
enterprise will have been assured from the 
outset, ’

ANOTHER POLE MANIAC. 

Commander Cheyne is still working away 
upon his proposed expedition by balioons to 
the North Pole. It is stated that he has 
three committees working in his interests In 
Canada, three in the United States, and one 
in London, and there is imminent danger 
that he may be successful in raising the nec- 
essary funds to equip his et pedition.« 

Commander Cheyne’s proposition in brief 
is to go by steamer to Smith’s Sound, on the 
west shore of Greenland, which is about 600 
miles away from the pele, and winter there. 
In the spring he will make the rest of the 
distance in balloous, three of them, each 
with a capacity ef two and a half tons, carry- 
ing his whole party, materials, provisions, 
dogs, and men, provide@ the dogs, who have 
considerable sense, do not refuse to zo. Why 
he needs dogs if he is goltiz by balloon he 
has not stated. He has pertect faith that he 
will make these 500 miles in twenty-four 
hours, and tie himself to the pole by his trail 
ropes, his theory being that the wind blews 
around the pole in curves, and that as soon 
as the balloons strike these curves they will 
whirl round like tops, gradually narrowing 
their circuits until at last they settie upon 
the exact spot. Being then in the vefy core of 
a lively wind-maelstrom, he does not show us 
how he will disembark or how he will secure 
his balloons in such a raging cave of Boreas. 
There is a great deal of uncertainty about the 
capabilities of the pole as a hitching-post. 
If the winds blow in @urves of continually 
diminishing size, all concéntrating upon the 
pole, how is he to take the back track? 
Suppose, again, that the force of gravity 
should not work well in the apex, what is to 
hinder the whole crowd from being whirled 
off the world altogether into the illimitable 
limbo of; space, whére no searching party 
can go after them? Innumerable contin- 
gencies present themselves which suggest 
that Commander Cheyne, even if he should 
get there, will never come back again. 

As it has been over ahd over again demon- 
strated that no one can get to the pole, as it 
would be of ho practical corsequence to a 
human soul if any one should get there, and 
as the relief expeditions which are contin- 
ually hunting up these” pole maniaes are 
much more expensive than the expeditions 
they are hunting for, Commander Cheyne 
should be requited to sign a paper to the 
effect that if he does not return no one shall 
go in search of him. It he does return, all 
right. No one wilt begrudge him his fame. 
No one will question his werd if he says he 
has discovered the pole and climbed it,” or 
hitehed his flag to it, as no one cares a button 
for it one way or the other. He may claimit 
as his own property and no one will dispute 
the title to it. But it he does not return he 
should be required to release all mankind 
from the necessity of hunting him up. 

WILL LEO “FLOP” } 

The attitude of Mr. Gladstone, and the an- 
swers given in the British Parliament in 
reply to questions about Errington’s mission, 
as well as the attitude of uneompro- 
mising defiance of Papal authority in 
political matters of every kind whatsoever 
taken up by the Irish-Irish as well as by the 
American-Irish, seems to have convinced 
Leo XIII. that he has presumed too far on 
the docility of the Irish Roman Catholies. 

Already an effort, evidently inspired, is 
being made to impress on Irish Catholics 
that the celebrated Papal circular was not in 
fact a Papal citcular at all, but a mere ad- 
visory document, issued hastily by the Prop- 
aganda Fide to the Irish Bishops. 

Mr. McMaster of the New York Freeman’s 
Journal, who about a week ago was fran- 
tically denouncing all Irish Roman Catholics 
who manifested any inelination to ignore 
the “commands” of the circular, which, he 
> would have it, was an infallible pronounce- 
ment, is now using all his efforts to show 
that the document in question was not issued 
by the Pope, but by Cardinals Simeoni and 
Jatobini. 

MeMaster said the other day to a New 
York reporter that the so-called Papal elreu- 
lar Was issued by the Propaganda “ without 
One word of sanction from the N 
Pontiff.“ He said “ the circular of Cardinal 
Simeoni abhors the possibility of Papal sanc- 
tion,“ because of certain expressions con- 
tained in it, 

Among these are thé expressions referring 
to Mr. Parnell, in which is a@ cohspleuous 
avoidante of the prefix Mr.“; and another 
expression of “hangers-on ” applied to those 
eminent clerics and laymen who have sup- 
ported Mr. Parnell. The whole blame for 
the issuance of the document is, therefore, 
placed on Cardinal Simeoni; he is made the 
scapegoat, 2 

But the truth of the matter is, as appears 
from our dispatches of yesterday, that Mr. 
Errington had no autherity from the British 
Government to negotiate with the Vatican. 
He was a mere pretender who Voiced the 
opinions of Lord Granville: himself half a 
Romah Catholic, and expressed his own 
opinions sétondarily with 4he View of au- 
vanemg himself. 

The telegram from Rome which was print- 
ed m Friday’s Trintse shows éleatiy that 
the Vatican is anxious to get rid of Erring- 
ton and to disabuse thé public mind of the 
belief that it is responsible for his vaticina- 
tions. It wishes to rebudiate him vecause he 
cannot perform what he promised to per- 
form.

THE MILITARY OF FRAN 

The — a attivity of the French 
and the vigorous policy which the Govern- 
ment has inaugurated of extending its terri- 
torial area by military conduest lends pe- 
cullar interest to an article which appears in 
the Fortnightty Review upon the French 
army, contributed by M. Barthélemy, who 
was formerly 4 Préféssor in the litary 
Academy of Saint Cyr, the West Point of 
France. Much of the article is purely 
technical, as might be expected from a mili- 
tary Professor, but the general teaor of it 
goes to show that military ambition and 
glory are not yet dead in Frauce, and that 
the crushing defeats of 1870 have not ex- 
tinguished the ardor of the officers and army. 
On the other hand, the time which has 
elapsed since the German army left France 
with its victorious banners seems to have 
been quietly improved in restoring the spir- 
its and the discipline of the soldiers, in the 
reorganization of the army, and In accumu- 
lating material of war. 

One tioticeable feature of M. Barthélemy’s 
paper is his declaration that while the army 
is not bound to the Government by any form- 
al oath of fidelity it is so stanch in its 
devotion to the Republic that no effort on the 
part of its enemies to overthrow it will ever 
meet with anything but the most stubborn 
resistance from the soldiers. This is an im- 
portant point not only in its influence upon 
the maintenance of the integrity of the 
Republic, but as it bears upon the present 
policy of territorial expansion aid colonial 
organization, as the army must be relied 
upon for some time to support and protect 
the new colonies. M. Barthélemy explains 
this by showing that the army is patriotic in 
its love for France, and that it has to 
believe that the welfare of France Mepends 
upon the welfare of the Republic. The 
second important feature of the paper is its 
revelation of the real military strength of 
France, The French army of 1883, he declares, 
includes every Frenchman capable of bear- 
ing arms. The resourees for supplying it are 
immense, for under the law all that it needs 
can be taken by requisition. M. Barthélemy 
says in this connection: 

The whole nation has become militant. Even 
in the primary schools there are battalions of 
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This is certainly a very.cheery and optl- 
mistic view of the military condition of 
France, but, making all the allowances for 
the naturally impulsive and enthusiastic 
character of Frenchmen and the breezy view 
they take of everything which affects French 
glory, there still remains & very good foun- 
dation for the assertion that their military re- 
cuperation has been marvelons. Were it not 
so, France would not be found today sending 
her troops to Tonquin, to Madagascar, and 
to the Congo country for purposés of terri- 
torial annexation without consulting any of 
the Powers and in defiance of the grumblings 
of China on the one hand and Engiand on 
the other. The vigor and steadiness With 
which she has undertaken to annex these 
new provinces show that she feels a confi- 
dence in her strength and that she is not ap- 
prehensive of European interference, even 
with such an alliance as that of Germany, 
Austria, and Italy menacing her in the fut- 
ure. ‘

THE BIG CITY AGITATION. 

Since the completion of the big bridge the 
question of consolidating New York and 
Brooklyn has been agitated. In view of this 
agitation both the New York Tribune and 
the Brooklyn Hagle have sought to ascertain 
thé opinions of leading men in both cities 
upon the subject, and they discover alike 
that the weizht of opinion is against the 
union. Ex-Mayor Grace and John Kelly of 
New York expressed very Similar views.

John Kelly took high moral grounds and 
declared that great cities have a tendency to 
become nurseries of crime, vice, depravity, 
want, and ill-paid labor. They are more dif- 
ficuit to control than the smaller ones—and 
who can speak with more authority on that 
score than John Kelly-and no advantage 
that he could see would accrue from the 
union, 

The Brooklyn men were almost uhani- 
mous in their opposition to the consolidation. 
Mr. Beecher failed to see a single element of 
advantage in the proposed union, especlally 
to Brooklyn, and thought that while such a 
union might elevate the politics of New 
York’ it would lower their own. He sug- 
gested *‘Fooltown” as a good name for the 
big city if the union took place, Mr. S. B. 
Chittenden was equally patriotic, and thought 
that Brooklyn tnust either backslide or New 
York vastly improve before a union could 
take place on equal terme. Among the few 
who favored the union were Gen. Treacy 
and Gen. Slocum, though they ‘thought 
ic should be still further extended, 
taking in a larger extent of territory, 
giving each city control of its water system, 
parks, streets, and public places, but one 
municipality governing the police, fire, and 
health departments. These gentlemen, how- 
ever, were in a very decided minority, so that 
Mr. Beecher’s Fooltown is hardly likely to 
be an accomplished fact. inasmuch as the big 
bridge is as yet experimental, and some en; 
gineers doubt its safety if railroad trains are 
run on it, it may be as well to wait and see if 
the two cities are permanently married be- 
fore they are declared one. The most inter- 
esting feature of the discussion thas far hus 
been the local self-love developed by the 
Brooklynites, who are inclined to regard 
their city as a more desirable locality in 
every respect than New York, and to feel 


that if a union should take place Brooklyn

The Mayor’s eriticism on the bill can be 
very easily removed 80 far as Chicago is con- 
cerned. It will be noticed that he makes no 
objection to thé amount of the tax on 
whisky. Some of his Intimate friends have 
frequently reported that he was secretly in 
favor of 4 $500 tax on all intoxicating liquors, 
and were it not for demagogical cowardice 
he would openly advocate a straight $500 liq- 
uor-license fee, as he is exceedingly anxious 
to get hold of the extra million of revenue 
for municipal purposes which such tax 
would yield to the City Treasury, but he was 
afraid of offending the doggery-keepers who 
own the Democratic party in Chicago, 

The Mayor’s objection to the bill as it 
passed the House, then, is not to the hight of 
the tax on whisky, but to the lowness of the 
tax on beer. Now this deftot enn be Quite 
easily remedied, and we are sure Hizzoner 
will thank Tue Trrecns for pointing out to 
him how it dan be done. It is simply for the 
Mayor and Common Couneil to equalize the 
tax on beer by raising it to the same level 
with whisky or to some hgure neat 
What is simpler than that? The law will then 
be as 1 perfect as possible, and all the 
trouble Faused by “thé Wide gap” in thé 
two license taxes will be bridged over 
completely. He will not then have to “send 
the polive into saloons to buy drinks so as to 
detect violations of the law.“ as he is appre- 
hensive he will have to do if the present 
“wide gap in the law becomes permanent; 
altho’ the policemen would probably not ob- 
ject as vigorously as he supposes to entering 
the saloons to wet their whistles” and find 
testimoriy at the same time. The new law 
does not make the maximum tax on beer 
$150 a Year, as the Mayor seems to 
think. The $150 is only the minimum 
tax (it is now $103 in Chicago), and 
the Connell can legally intreisé it to $500 
or any other amount it sees fit, Which fact 
Hizzoner appears to be ignorant of. The

By the treaty 
with the Sioux of that country, the United 
States was permitted to cross that territory 
on three lines, which were to be established 
in certain directions, These three lines have 
been established, and the proposed line of 
stages from Niobrara to dwood is not 
one of them. The Niobrara projected mail- 
route traverses for a comparatively small 
portion of its route one of the lines laid 
down by the treaty, but for most of the dis- 
tance it is an — new route, and it is 
claimed by Senator VanWyck that it is not 
only a violation of the law as co contracts, 
put is in defiance of the treaty with the 
Sioux.. Whatever the department may do 
with it, doubtiess this matter will form an- 
other subject ot inquiry for the next Con- 
gress, for it is very clear that the expendi- 
tures of the Department of Justice in the 
star-route matter are to be investigated. 
Now that the trial is closed it is learned 
that there is considerable trouble between 
the Attorney-General and the star- 
route counsel. The latter are com- 
plaining that Brewster is pot 
readily tulfillmg his contract with them, and, 
strange as it may seem, that they have been 
inadequately paid. Both Mr. Elmer®and 
Contract-Clerk Lyman say that the contract 
was given out because it was believed that 
public necessity required it. If it can be 
shown that there is no publie necessity for 
the service it will probably be discontinued.

The Indians paid Secretary Teller 
the compliment on leaving of saying: Big 
man, good heart; give Iajun heap maps, but 
no land.“ These Chiefs, who come here at 
their own expense, were given a suit of 
clothes and shown about the city today. The 
agent said he did not dare take them through 
the Treasury Department, where they could 
see the money, for he could neVer explain 8 
them if he did that anything further wou 
be necessary for them to get the money 
than to write to Washington for it. 
It is only recently that the Government 
has known that there was a misunderstand- 
ing among thesé Indians asg the terms of 
the Medicine-Lodge treaty. appears, how- 
ever, that the Indians understood that the 
land southwest of them, and now known as 
Grier County, in the State of Texas, was in- 
cluded in their reservation. At the date of 
the treaty Grier County was entirely unset- 
tled, but since then white stock-raisers have 
occupied the fine grazing, spots. A county 
organization has been in@@gurated, and the 
Indians were given to understand that 
they have no title whatever to the broad

GARFIELD’S CHURCH | 
TO BE TORN DOWN. 

Wasmneron, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]— 
The protests of one or two prominent real- 
estate owners is likely to result in the tear- 
ing down of the old Garfield church, which 
has already become one of the points of in- 
terest for tourists visiting the city. It seems 
that the Plymouth Co Church, 
lately organized by colored citizens, some 
time ago purchased from the Christian 
Church the frame building originally erected 
by the latter congregation on Ver- 
mont avenue, and in which they still 
worship on Fourteenth street, to which 
lovation it was some time since removed. 
The Plymouth contracted with the Christian 
to have this edifice removed to Seventeenth 
street, near P, when the new church on 
Vermont avenue should be ready for.ovcu- 
pancy. As that time is near at hand, the 
Rev. Dr. Rankin called on Inspector Knt- 
wisle for a permit for the removal. The 
permit was promised if the removal could be 
made without injury to the trees along the 
route. It was found that tne removal could 


be made without such injury, but thé per- 
mit was not granted. This frame building 
is an historic one, made famous: by memo- 
ries of President Garfield. In it he 
and his fam his aged 
mother have worshiped. Any proposition 
by the Commissioners to destroy this church, 
if made within six months after Garfield’s 
death, would bave raised an indignant mob 
about their heads. There is considerable ex- 
citement about this matter, the Congrega- 
tionalists and other religious denominations 
in this city holding that it is, first, the wish 
of one property-holder, and, secondly, ob-

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE SUSPENSION OF COL- 
LECTOR WALCOTT.

was brought about by ex-Speaker Keifer.

the move failed. Advantage has now been 
taken of the fact that the Republicans of Co- 
lumbus insisted upon electing him Mayor of 
the city to induce the President te en- 
force an old order prohibiting officers 
in the civil service from accepting 
political offices. Under this Walcott 
wal suspended the 23d of May and Foray 
appointed. The aetion, however, was kept

KANSAS CITY’S SENSATION. 


The Wounded Man Still Alive, with 
Small Hopes of Recovery. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., June 9.—[Special.|— 
The shooting of Georgé Fredericks, proprie- 
tor of the Theatre Comique, late last night 
by Orth H. Stein, city editor of the Kansas 
City Evening Star, has been the chief theme 
of conversation throughout the city today. 
Stein, the young man who did the shooting, 
has been at police headquarters all day, . 
anxiously awaiting the result of his pistol 
shot, and, atalate hour tonight, the phy- 
sicians say itis almost impossible for the 
wounded mad to recover. Stein is a son of 
the Hon. John Stein, of Lafayette, Ind., anda 
nephew of Hon. Godlove S. Orth, for whom 
he was named, and has been telegraphed 
that his friend will arrive Sunday trom In- 
dianapolis. The ball from Stein’s pistol 
punctured Fredericks’ brain as it passed 
through his head, and if the man recovers, 
it will be by a miracle. 

All sorts of rumors have been afloat today 
regarding the shooting, and the Woman at the 
bottom of all the trouble makes a statement 
that Stein shot his victim from behind as the 
two were going down-stairs from her 
room, Stein being two steps higher 
up when the pistol shot was fired. 
The wound in Fredericks’ head shows 
that the bullet entered from behind, but no 
one believes that Stein deliberately assasin- 
ated Fredericks. On the contrary, it is 
thought he considered. his life in danger at 
the time and through fear or cowardice 
pulled his revolver and fired. 

The family connections of Stein have deen 
the means of giving great publicity to the 
shooting, and the Evening Star, with which 
young Stein was connected, publishes the 
following editorial tonight regarding the 
tragedy: 

The Z£vening Star, in common with the entire 
2 rewvrets extremely the occasion of 
last night by which the life of a man bas prob- 
abiy been taken, and a severe blow struck at 

prospects of one of the brightest and 
most promising young journalists in the coun- 
try. Young Stein, who is, in fact, the 
greater sufferer because of the tragedy, is of 
unusual ability and a gentle, timid, and, ce- 
loving disposition. The shooting of Frederick s 
is the result of evil associauons and a strange 
fascination fora lewd woman. That a man of 
the intellect and culture of Orth Stein should 
become fa*cinated with such a creature is past 
all coufprehension. Fredericks is the proprietor 
of the Comique, a hotbed of sin. were lewdness, 
ribaldry. and night reveiry dominate. Fred- 
ericks was a man of family, while Steiu is singie 
and scarcely 21 years of age. Of course none of 
these cupsiderations would justify one man in 
willfully killing anotber, but, from all we 
learn after sowe investigation into the matter, 
and from our acquaintance with Stein, and 
knowledge of his character, we feel certain it 
will, when sifted to the bottom, provejustifiabie 
on his part. 


TERRIFIC THUNDERBOLT. 


Cleaving a Ninaety-Ton Bock and 
Wrecking Two Houses in Pennsyl- 
Vania. 

ASHLAND, Pa., June 8.—The most terrific 
rain and thunder storm that was ever felt in 
this region occurred here last night. The 
storm lasted all night without intermission, 
and was accompanied by terrible peals of 
thunder and lightning. At 10 o’clock light- 
ning struck an immense rock weighing 
ninety tons standing on the top of the Locust 
Mountain, five miles from Ashland, shiver- 
ing it to atoms and making a deafening re- 
port. The shock was felt for many miles 
around. A tenement-houge situated 100 
yards from the blasted rock was 
demolished, and another a few yards 
from it was completely wrecked. 
Searchers could find no trace of the Hun- 
garian families who they knew occupied the 
ruined dwellings. About 9 o’clock this 
morning a boy discovered the entire band 
grouped under a wide-spreading tree around 
the body of a woman and two wounded men. 
From one of the party who peasessed a 
slight knowledge of English it was learned 
that the woman and three men were in the 
house nearest the bursted rock at the time, 
and the flying fragments had fallen upon 
the house, wrecking it badly. They remained 
in the house, and in an hour afterward 
another bolt of lightning struck the dwelling 
and destroyed it. The woman, whose name 
is Kyumsumth. was buried under the fallen 
thnbers. One of the men, named Gueldfnso, 
was paralyzed, and it is thought he will not 
recover. The other, a young man named 
Moidin, had an arm and leg broken by 
the fallen timbers. The fourth inmate es- 
caped uninjured. Another dwelling near by 
was struck by the same bolt. Six people— 
two women and four men—were the occu- 

ang. The roof was litted from the build- 
ng, and when the inmates saw the destruc- 
tion which had fallen upon th® other build. 
ing they hastened to the scene, and arrived 
just in time to rescue the woman and the par- 
alyzed Gueldinso. It was found then that 
the man who had escaped injury in the house 
wherd the es had done so much dam- 
age had wandered off into the woods and no 
trace of him could be found until today, 
when he was discovered by a farmer. He 
was almost 11 with terror when 
found, and it feared his mind is gone,

Boldness of the Lynchers—They Openly 
Boast of Having Committed the 
Deed. 


The Friends of the Barber Boys Indulging in 


Sanguinary Threats of Venge- 
ance. 


AT THE SCENE. 
THE EXCITEMENT. 
WAVERLY, Ia., June 9—(Spectal.]—The 
town was crowded with people this morning 
whose faces betrayed unusual excitement. 
A constant stream of pedestrians and ve- 
hicles was in motion to and from the grove 


| where Isaac and William Barber were still 


hanging by their necks. The grove is just 
beyond the eastern limit of Bremer avenue, 
and a few rods south of it. At the end of 
the avenue the road turns south’ and about 
fifteen rods from the corner, a small gate 
leads into a pasture inclosed by a barbed- 
wire fence. A point of the grove runs 
past this gate. From the fence the 
ground slopes gradually west to a ravine. 
This slope is well covered with basswood 
trees, among which, ata distance of, about 
five and one-half rods apart, are the two 
trees selected to become historic land-marks 
in the history of Bremer County, They 
grow straight from six to eight feet, and then 
curve in such a way that the forms of the 
men, when dangling by the ropes, would 
swing free from thé trunks of the trees. The 
spot was well chosen for the 
purpose. After the crowd had surged 
through the gate and gathered in 
a compact mass around the trees, silence was 
demanded, and everybody was requested to 
take off his hat. The swaying mass became 
silent in an instant, and then the same voice 
asked the prisoners it they desired to say 
their prayers. William made an effort to 
pray, saying but aiew words, however, in a 
tremulous voice, then he was raised in the 
arms of stalwart men, the rope thrown to a 
man seated on the curve of the tree aud 

knotted. Those supporting 
back, and William 
Barber, with his arms pinioned be- 
hind him, soon strangled to death 
with but few struggles. The murderer of 
Shepard and 27 the fiend who had 
caused the blood of Deputy-Sheriff Jarvis, 
Henry Pope, and perhaps others to fow, now 
received the attention of the executioners. 
‘He was cool, defiant, apparently unmoved 
by his brother’s death or his own impending 
fate, and watching for an te gene by es- 
cape. Not a tremor indicated that he was 
moved. The villain was the least ex- 
cited man, to all appearance, in the 
throng. His wonderful nerve never 
deserted him. Secarcely a quiver ran 
through him as the breath was slowly choked 
out of his body. 

When the curious crowds were gazing at 
the revolting sight a deep scar was discoy- 
ered on the left side of his neck, solow down 
that the shirt-collar has always concealed it 
from view. The scar was apparently made 
by a bullet wound, and has never been men- 
tioned in any descriptions given of the pris- 
oner. They were dressed the same as when 
captured, a vest, pants, and shirt consti- 
tuting their attire. 

Yesterday afternoon the Sheriff granted 
C. S. Shepard, of Fayette County, brother of 
the murdered Deputy Sheriff, and G. KR. 
Earll, of New Albany, an interview with the 
Barbers, after first searching them for arms. 
The outlaws were very abusive in their lan- 
guage to Shevard, saying among other things 
that if justice were done him (Shepard) he 
would himself be behind the prison-bars. 
Mr. Earil took occasion to refresh their 
memories with some of their early exploits 
of an unsavory nature, when they gave him 
a thorough tongue-lashing. hen these 
men returned to their companions and re- 
ported, the Fayette boys were more furious 
than ever. 

The jail is situated on the second floor of 
the court-house, aud consists of three patent 
steel cells, or cages. A hallway runs the en- 
tire length of the cells. In the cell nearest 
the entrance to the cage Mrs. Emma Cronin, 
the murderess of Stevens, was confined, and 
it was thought expedient to take her out and 
confine her in the basement until the storm 
had blown over. Hardly had this 
been done and the doors again se- 
cured before the mob arrived and was 
kn ocking for admission. At this time Deputy- 
Sheriff Carsted showed great coolness and 
presence of mind by stepping to the door and 
talking to the young men who composed the 
advance guard of the mob. Two or three 
times those nearest the door drew back as if 
to desist, but others behind would urge 
them on again, until finally the outer door 
to the hallway leading to the court-room and 
cells was burst open, and the crowd poured 
in, 4 the guards right and Jeft, 
until they came to the door of the room con- 
taining the cage. Mayor Shepard placed 
himself in the doorway here and ordered the 
crowd to disperse, but while he was yet 
speaking some one in the crewd threw a 
rope around his neck, and he was requested 
to step aside or be forcibly moved. The 
Mayor obeyed, and the crowd swarmed about 
the cells. The keys were demanded, but the 
Sheriff had retired to4he basement, and the 
crowd was so informed. Shepard, of Fayette, 
went and demanded them, but Sheriff Adair 
refused to gWe them up. Shepard went 
back and consulted, but returned to the 
Sheriff the second time and repeated his de- 
mand. The Sheriff informed him that -he 
would not give them up, and warned the 
lynchers that if they entered his rooms it 
would be at their peril. It was then re- 
solved to force the cells. The first man 
who stepped into the outlaws’ cells 
was knocked out again, but 
others poured in, and the murderers 
were soon secured with ropes around their 
necks and dragged forth on the front steps 
of the Court-House Sauare. They were 
asked what they had to say for themselves. 
Ike responded, in a cool and collected man- 
ner, about as follows: ° 

Gentlemen. I dave been wronely accused of 
committing murder iu Liinois. The only men I 
ever killed were Shephard and Kersting. I do 
not know that I ever killed any one. 

One of the prisoners then gave a bystander 
asilk handkerchief and a gold pin for his 
little girl. The prisoners’ arms were pin- 
loned behind them and the march began for 
the grove, hundreds of citizens joining the 
procession. 

This afternoon, after being viewed by Cor- 
oner Wilson, the bodies were coffined and 
buried in the potter’s field of Harlington 
Cemetery. 

The Coroner’s jury, now in session, is com- 
ee of E. L. Smalley, of Waverly: M. M.

Sumner. It will probably be in session for 
two or three days.

CepaR Rapips, Ia., June 9.—[{Special.}— 
About noon today Coroner Wilson began the 
inquest at Waverly upon the bodies of the 
lynched Barber boys. The bodies were first 
cut down and straightenedgsupon the ground, 
After the hanging, it appears that the lynch- 
ing party separated, and it is not known 
whether a watch Was kept all night or not, 
but, at any rate, ho one touched the bodies 
for twelve hours The dangling forms had 
nothing on save shirt, vest, ana pants, and 
on the bare feet was a thick covering of 
clay which the boys got in being led along 
the street to their doom. 

A large majority of the people indorse the 
action of the mob under the circumstances, 
while a few leading men express regrets at 
what they call the disgrace to the city and 
State, and ceusure the officers for not mak- 
ing a more able defense of the prisoners. 
The Sheriff claims he did the best he could. 
and after all did not give up the keys, so the 
mob had to force its way. 

Kersting, the father of the young man who 
was killed, was one of the leaders in the 
‘lynching party, and he was around town to- 
day rejoicing that their county was rid af 
the bandits.

/CHARGED WITH LARCENY. 


Frederick James White @@rested for 
Alleged Larceny of Bonds. 

* Monrreay, Ont., June 9.— |Special.) — 
Frederick James White, of the Montreal 
Legal Commercial Exchange, was arrested 
today at the instance of one Phelan, on a 
charge of larceny of bonds of the Mayflower 
Minne Company, of Utah, of the nominal 
value of $1,500. Mr. White appeared 
before a police magistrate, and 
in the sum of $400 gave bail tor his appear- 
ance next week. It appears that White and 
Phelan occupy one office in common, and the 
bonds were, as complainant says, taken out 
of Phelan’s desk by the former, who claims 
that Phelan owes him money, which the latter 
denies. Mr. White says that he took Phelan 
into his employ two or three months ago; 
that he (Phelan) handed the bonds over to 
W bite for safe keeping. He was afterwards 
dismissed by White, and then demanded the 
bonds. Meantime Phelan had overdrawn 
his commission, and refused to 
deliver the bonds unless he would 
rope the overdrawn amount. He 
told Phelan that if he would pay the amount 
or acknowledge his liability to do so he 
would return the bonds. Having refused, 
White retained the bonds, hence the pro- 
ceedings taken. Phelan claims that faise 
statements were sent to American 
journals to the effect that he was 
arrested for having fraudulent securities 
in his possession, and blames White for de- 
ing the instrument for sending the misstate- 
ments abroad, therefore taxes revenge 
against his adversary. Both are 
Americans not long here, and nothing is 
known of their ahtecedents unless that a de- 
tective in Boston telegraphs that Phelan is a 
refugee here from American justice, 


EXTRAORDINARY TRIAL, '. 


Jews Accused of Murdering & Christian 
Girl in a Synuecod. 

The Vienna correspondent of the London 
News says: “The trial of ten Jews accused 
of having murdered a Christian girl, which 
is to take place at Nyreghhaza, a small town 
in Hungary, promises to become a topic of 
great interest. The accused have now been 
in prison over a year, and there is very little 
doubt that they will all be acquitted. The 
details of the case are as follows: About a 
year ago great alarm was expressed in the 
Hungarian Parliament at the immigra- 
tion of a large number of Kus- 
sian fugitive Jews into Hungary, and 
when the Premier, Herr ‘Tisza, re- 
fused to take measures to prevent the Jews 
from immigrating two Deputies tned to 
spread alarm among the assembly by relat- 
ing horrors of all kinds committed by the 
Jews in days gone by, and when they were 
called to order by the President, who de-

Seventy-nine d after 
her mysterious disappearance her was 
found in the River Tisza, and its condition 
was such that it could be easily supposed she 
had been thrown into the ‘water nearly three 
moths before. ‘the Deputy declared that the 
mother had been refused a hearme by the 
authorities, had been sent from pillar to 
post, and that it was firmly believed in the 
whole town that the Jews had murdered the 
wirl in the Arte and had afterwards 

the authorities to hush up the whole affair. 
The Premier promised to investigate the mats 
ter, and reported on it afterward. It appears 
that the ouly witness to the deed was the 
butcher’s son, a boy 5 years old, who had 
been decoyed from his father’s house by a 
Catholic priest, and had testified that he had 
looked on during the murder, unperceived 
by his father, by peering through the key- 
hole. Upon the testimony of this child of 
5 the butcher was arrested and eight other 
persons whom the boy declared to have 
seen in the synagog while the deed was per- 
petrated. A tenth person was arres be- 
cause he declared that the accused were with 
him at the hour designated by the boy, and 
as it was firmly believed thé murder took 
place it was concluded that he also must 
have participated in it. 

“A few weeks later the Premier, Herr 
Tisza, received a letter which had ever 
probability in its favor, but which turn 
out to be untrue. A gentieman in a small 

rovincial town testified to having received 
nto his service a girl answering to Esther 
Salomossy’s descrtption only a few days aft- 
er the date of her disappearance. Accord- 
ing to this statement the girl had lost the 
money given her to purchase oil-color, and 
not daring to return home without it, had 
run away and sought service in another part 
of the country. This seemed a 
very satisfactory solution of the ques- 
tion, but it proved fictitious; for when the 
writer of the letter was asked to produce the 
girl in question he gave no answer, and could 
not be found afterward. Upon this the bod 
of the girl found in the river was exhume 
and the experts were of opinion that the age, 
and size, and also the color of the hair 
answered exactiy to the description of the 
missing girl, but that too much time had 
elapsed since her death to admit of an abso- 
lute recognition. The Jews not only deny 
having committed the crime imputed to them, 
but also any knowledge of a murder of this 
kind. “The rabbis say that it is an old super- 
stition of the ignorant Christian folk in the 
country that the Jews require Christian blood 
to mix with their Passover bread at Kaster, 
and, indeed, there can be no doubt that 
the whole question was ra and put 
before the Hungarian Parliament to rouse 
feelings of distrust and hatred agdinst the 
Jews. The indictment accdses four Jews of 
having assisted in the murder. These four 
are: Solomon Schwarz, the orthodox 
butcher; Abraham Buxbaum, a schoolmas- 
ter, Leopold Braun, second orthodox 
butcher, and Herrmann Vollmer, Jewish 
laborer. Six more are accused of having 
aided the murderers. These ten persons 
have been in prison one year while the affair 
was being investigated by a court, which is 
clearly disposed to condemn the accused, 
white the Imperial Councilor himself be- 
lieves them to be innocent. Five more per- 
sons are accused of having tried to screen 
the alleged murderers, but are not in 
prison. The number of witnesses who have 
been summoned to give evidence exceeds 
200. The case will, therefore, probably last 
several weeks.

ANOTHER EXPLOSION. 
TWO MEN TERRIBLY INJURED. 

New York, June 10.— [Special. —A vul- 
cantzer in the works of the Ansonia Rubber 
Company, at College Point, L. L, ex- 
ploded last night, inflicting terrible injuries 
upon two men.

A $100,000 Elrvater Fire—Destruction 
ol Oats, Barley, Meal. Ete. 

At 6:10 o’clock yesterday morning fire 
broke outin the engine-room of the grain 
elevator owned oy Douglas, Stuart & For- 
rest, at the corner of Dearborn and Six- 
teenth streets. A second and third alarm 
were sounded, but the elevator and Wware- 
house were destroyed, while the vat-meal 
mill, which is separated from them 
by iron doors, was Saved. The 
total loss is in the nelghborhood 
of $100,000, although it may fall somewhat 
below that figure when a careful appraise- 
ment is made. The insurance amounts to 
$62,000, 

The fire originated in what is known fn 
elevaturs as the hot journal, in the engine- 
room, and was not discovered until it had 
made great headway. Sixteen engines were 
soon on hand, Out all that could be done was 
to save the mill at the cost of. damaging its 
contents siightiy by water. The new tele- 
scopic tower of the fire department was 
brought into requisition for the first time, 
ava proved to be an invaluable auxiliary. 
After a fight of a few hours the 
flames were subdued, and were totally 
extinguished by 12 o’clock. The elevator 
was 114 feet high, covering an area of 60x100 
feet, and was used not for a general stor- 
age elevator, Dut exclusively for the accom- 
modation of the oats, bariey, meal, etc., be- 
longing to the provrietors of the structure, 

The buiidmgs were established in 1878, abd 
the following year the elevator which stood 
in the place of the one destroyed yesterday 
morning burst uoder the pressure of grain 
which it contained, involving a loss of 
$75, 000. 

The firm owns elevators in Cedar Rapids 
and in Oregon, III., the latter having burned 
Thursday afternoon, involving a loss of $60,- 
000. The partners are rge Douglas, of 
Cedar Rapids, la., and bert Stuart and 
John Forrest, of Glencoe, III. Mr. Stuart 
Jr. said that the Chicago elevator was capa- 
ble of holding 150,000 bushels, but the exact 
amount contained yesterday he could not tell. 

The underwriters interested in the tire ap- 
pointed a committee on appraisement yes- 
terday, consisting of T. S. Cunningham, W. 
B. Marsh, and R. S. Critchell. Ne committee 
was appointed to appraise the loss on the 
mill, it being too small.

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CIVIL WAR. 


The Comte de Paris’ Continua. 
tion of His History. 
The Campaigns of the Rapidan aud the Mississippi— 
Lee’s Invasion of Penusylvania~—Interest-. 
ing Descriptions and Criticisms, 


Messrs. Porter & Coates, of Philadelphia, 
will publish in a few days the authorised 
translation of the new volume of the Count 
de Paris’ history-of our Civil War. The two 
volumes in French—the fifth and sixth—are 
bound together in the translation, in ong vol- 
ume. The period covered by this new in- 
stallment includes the two great campaigns 
of Gettysburg and Vicksburg. 

DISCUSSING CHANCELLORSVILLE, 
the author says: 

“The Federal army, trudging along with 
difficulty through the mud, onee more took 
the road to Falmouth, and the Tth each corps 
was again settied in the cantonments it had 
oeeupied during the winter. it was the 
fourth time that these troops had thus re- 
turned to their old quarters—twice without 
havi enceuntered the .enemy and twice 
after having fought bloody and fruitless bat- 
tles. An army capable of endurme such re- 
verses without becoming discour must 
have possessed. notwithstanding its imper- 
fections, some rare qualities, 

“The morning of the 6th Lee soon per- 
ceived that the defensive dispositions of the 
enemy, the unfavorable state of the weather, 
and the fatigue of his own soldiers ren- 
dered it impossible for him to harass Hoox- 
er’s retreat. He accordingly put his col- 
umns on the march in the direction of 
Fredericksburg. They also, therefore, 
reached their old cantonments again, but in 
a frame of mind very different from that 
their adversaries. Full of confidence in their 
own strength and the ability of their leaders, 
their only regret was that so many compah- 
lonsin-arms were left behind them, dead or 
wounded, who could not share in their 
triumph. Among all these victims there was 
ene whose loss was an irreparable calamity 
ta the Confederate army. On the morning of 
the 4th of May Lee, writing to Jackson, said: 
“It would have been better that 1 had been 
wounded instead of you.” Lee was undoubt- 
edly too modest, for no one could hee suc- 
ceeded him in command without detriment 
to the army; but he was also well aware 
no one could take Jackson’s place under 
ulm. Unfortuhately for the Vonfederates, 
this place was henceforth to remain vacan 
for he never again appeared at the head 
his soldiers,

dition, the operation had proved suceessfu!. 
The 4th he was carried ta Guiney’s Station, 
between Fredericksburg and Richmond, 
where he receivea every careful attention 
and many comforts which it would have 
been impossible to have obtained in the vi- 
cinity ot a battlefield. But, after having ap- 
parently recovered some strength, he was 
attacked with inflammation of the chest, 
caused either by a former eold or by the ap- 
plicanon of cold water, which he constantly 
asked for, or more I the effects of 
his fall. His constitution, shaken by wounds 
and weakened, above all, by hemorrhage, 
could not withstaud the inroads of this ill- 
ness. May 10 he passed away like a soldier 
anda Christian, breathing the names of his 
brave lieutenants in his last humble prayers. 

He died in the zenith of his fame, after 
having seen his most brilliant operation se- 
cure a splendid victery to the Army of North- 
ern Virginia, and, unfortunately for that 
army, the last victory it was destined to 
achieve in an open — * The battle of 
Chancellorsville is probably the most inter- 
esting study of all those that were fought in 
Virginia, for the two adversaries depended 
upon complicated and . eonceived 
maneuvres for success. The Confederaies 
prevailed over their enemies by reason of 
the greater mobility of their troops, the 
energy they displayed in the attack, the far- 
sightedness and decision of their leaders, 
and, finally, by reason of the errors of their 
adversaries. Their losses amounted to 10,281 
men, 8.700 of whom were wounded and 1.581 
killed, without counting from 1.000 to 1,500 
prisoners, They had no jess than six Gen- 
erals placed hors de combat.

TRISH SALOONKEEPERS. 


Several Irishmen who keep small liquor 
saloons in various sections of the city were 
interviewed. ‘They were not at all pleased 
with the prospect of the bill, and they were 
unanimous in deciaring that it was a meas- 
ure gotten up by the enemies of their race, 
which was but a forerunner of prohibition. 
What they were particularly displeased 
about was the distinction made between beer 
and liquor saloon licenses. They regarded 
it as an effort to favor the Germans, by per- 
mitting them to sell beer by paying $150, 
while they would be compelled te pay $500 
forthe privilege of selling liquors. Said 
one: I sell ten times as much whisky as 1 
do beer, and unless I take out a liquor license 
I must go out of business. A German will 
sell ten kegs of beer toone pint of whisky, 
and he will make more money in six months 
than I will in a year. If the Council is dis- 
posed to be fair it will raise the beer license 
to $500, and put all saloonkeepers on an 
equality.” 
LAKE VIEW. 

The passage of the High-License bill will 
be of immense benefit to the town. Besides 
increasing the revenue at least one-third, it 
will remove the liquor question entirely from 
the politics of the town, and in this way will 
de even more good. The saloon question 
has been an issue at each spring election 
for many years past. it elected the Parkes 
ticket a year ago, and as a result the town 
lost about $12,000 through bad management 
in the construction of the Fullerton avénue 
sewer main. Hereafter the question at the 
town elections will be more important than 
the saloon interest, and public improvements 
will have a show of bemg considered on 
their merits.

Mayor HMarrison—He Does Not Think 
the Law Can Be Enforced. 

“Asa temperance measure,” said Mayor 
Harrison, I consider the bill a fraud. The 
high-license people claim that they are mak- 
ing the license high so as to exclude intoxi- 
cating drinks and prevent dissipatiOn. They 
have discriminated in favor of lager-beer, 
but not of light wines. That was not done 
in the interest of temperance, but was sim- 
ply to bid for the German vote. If it had 
been otherwise they would have put light 
wines in the low license, because it is con- 
ceded by nearly every person ‘that is not 
fanatical who looks into the matter that the 
general use of beer and light wines lessens 
intemperance, and the universal use of them 
would solve the temperance question. But 
they made a bid for the German vote and 
have caught only a gudgeon. ‘The thinking 
German people will see what the intent was, 
and they will regard it as aninsult. The 
law will bring no satisfaction to the Germans 
because there is scarcely a saloon where 
they congregate that has not a demand for 
Rhine wines. And the keepers, finding that 
they have te pay $500 for selling a litule wine 
to satisfy their customers, will kick just as 
muchasif no attempt had been made to 
pacify them. 

A POLITICAL MEASURE. 

„% Regarding it as a mere political measure, 
which they will do if my views are correct, 
there will no feeling-of moral duty to live 
up to the law. They will dread only con- 
viction and the penalties, Their consciences 
won’t hurt them a particle if they violate it. 
The great bulk of the saloons will take out 
the $150 license. The $500 lincenses in Chi- 
cago will be rather exceptions. The large 
hotels and the big establishments can afford 
to pay that sum, and will do it. The general 
feeling of the people who go to the saloons 
will be that there is no moral duty to live up 
to the requirements of the law.. The result 
will be that the only way to detect infrac- 
tions will be by a system of paid espionage. 
Those who take out the high license will 
not, to protect themselves, watch the low- 
license men. They will get custom regard- 
less of the others; and their business will be 
so large that they won’t nave to increase the 

rice of drinks, and there will be no réason 
for laying spy on their neighbors who pa 
$150, t think that comparatively few will 
pay $500, and that there will evasion 
and disobedience of the law, which is 
always injurious to the morale of the 
people. itis bad for any community where 
the bulk of the people feel that they commit 
no wrong in evadingalaw. Laws should 
never be made that lead a large part of the 
community to think only of the penalty, 
and not of the wrong done in violating the 
law. Therefore, 1 think this high-license 
lawabad one—a very bad one. It will not 
bring in the revenue here that many people 
look for, because there is a very strong feel- 
ing among some very a lawyers 
that the bill is unconstitutional. I have in- 
formation, which came to me at 
Springfield last night, entirely un- 
solicited, that certain parties had 
already been engaged to protect the saloon-

WHISKY: EXPORT. 


Very Small Amount Let Gone Out Ex- 
plainable by the Brisk Demand at 
Home. 

WASmxorox. D. C., June 9.—There are 
now at Newport News, Va., awaiting ship- 
ment to the Bermudas, but 1,600 barrels of 
whisky, and it is expected that when the next 
vessel is cleared from that port it will not 
carry over 2,000 barrels. This is very 
much less than was expected. The 
most elaborate preparation had been 
made by the Treasury Department for clear- 
ing immense car as it was expected that 
between May and October at least 50,000 bar- 
rels would be exported, The falling off in 
these expected shipments is explained by 
Western dealers now in Washington to be 
due to the fact season’s unusually 
brisk demand for fine grade whiskies and the 
sales thus made enables those who have not 
borrowed too heavily to meet their taxes. 
That class of dealers, however, whose stock 
in hand is covered by loans, will have to take 
advantage of the export and import laws to

GOULD’S YACHT. 


A Trial Trip Proves Her to Be an Ex- 
ceediangliy Swift Vessel. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 9.—Jay Gould’s 
new yachtAtalanta steamed away from Cramp 
& Sons’ shipyards at half-past 10 this morning 
on a trial trip te test her machinery and try 
her speed. Several members of the firm, 
with Capt. Shackford, her commander, stood 


on the bridge and decks, and the cabins were 
filled with workmen finish ing the wood work 
of the vessel. With the pennant of the 
newly-organized American Yacht Club 
Hyi at the forepeak and George 
signal pennant at the 
main, the yacht ran down the Delaware 
amidst a constant succession of salutes. 
She soon sighted the tug Hamilton Disston. 
on board of which were her owner, Mr. 
Gould, Charles Cramp, W. E. Connor, a 
. ot George Gould. Edwin Gould, and 
r. Young, New York. As soon as the New 
Yorkers were on board the yacht again 
started down the river, and the general in-“ 
terest in her first appearance and perform- 
ance was proved by the salutes of the 
Steamers and tugs that passed or lay 
at the wharves. From the start of 
the Atalanta until she again reached her 
wharf, her whistle was kept constantly at 
work answering back the salutations that 
hailed hér first appearance on the river. The 
results of the trial were most satisfactory, 
both to Mr. Gould and Messrs. Cramp. The 
yacht showed such speed that she is pro- 
nounced the swiftest deep-sea going yacht 
afloat. At times the log showed the vessel 
running over sixteen knots per hour, more 
than seventeen statute miles. The average 
speed of the trip was a trifle over thirteen 
miles an hour, and there was a surprising 
absence of that shiver and jar that is 
80 commonly felt on vessels under a 
full head of steam. The run from 
Chester to Philadelphia was made in the 
remarkably quick time of forty-nine min- 
utes, a record that is believed to be un- 
equaled. Thirty-three miles were made in 
108 minutes. Off Market street the wharf 
tug Disston again came alongside, and Mr. 
Gould and party, thoroughly satisfied with 
the performance of the Atalanta, were taken 
ashore, when they took carriages for the 
Broad street station and returned to New 
York by train. The work of furnishing the 
interior of the vessel will be at once prose- 
cuted, so she can be delivered over to her 
owner by July L

What Came of a conspiracy to Break

We took in an armtful and drooped it on the 
floor so thatit sheok the building and loos- 
ened the stovepi The pipe caine out of 
the chimney and filied the room with smoke, 
but it was put back, and the slim 
teacher only reprimanded us, and said 
that it must not occur again, We 
just ached to go after some more wood, 
but there was no opportanity. Pretty soon 
the teacher said we wight go and get a pail 
of water, and while at the well we decided to 
stumble on entering the schoolroom, and spill! 
the water all over the floor, and thus give the 
sickly-iooking teacher echanceto show what | 
he was made of. Theteacher was near the 
stove, and we stumbled. and the water went 
all over everything. wetting his boots and 
making him pretty mad. In picking him up 
we hadn’t noticed that his eyes were as blac 
as coals, and that he seemed to be about 
eight feet big? but as he looked at us we 
could see it plainly. He seemed to read our 
thoughts, and knew that it was done on pur- 
pose, and we bave always thought he heard 
the boys talking over it at recess. Anyway, 
he jumped clear across the room., grabbed us 
by the neck, and sat us down in the water;

The 
Court of Appeals sustains this 
view of the case, and says that statements 
made by witnesses to outside parties cannot 
be heard unless the witness is present in per- 
son.

A FIRE-BUG'S SUICIDE, 


Mis Oonviction Last Thursday on the 
Evidences of His Accom plice—His | 
Death Yesterday. 

Forp pv Lac, Wis., Jane 9.—|Special.}— 
Addison Chaplin was convicted of arson at 
Dartford Thursday, and committed suicide 
this morning. Soon after his conviction 
Thursday night he took a dose of morphine, 
but did not get the right quantity, and, al- 
though very sick, was on the road to recov- 
ery.

IS WATER GAS POISONOUS? 


Water Gas Prohibited in Massachusetts. 

Water gas is prohibited in Massachusetts 
by the statutes of the State. The law was 
originally passed on the report of officials 
and, experts setting forth the danger to health 
and life in the use of wafer-gas in buildings. 
The prohibitory clause providing that no gas 
shall be manufactured or used containing 
“ more than 10 per cent of carbonic oxide ” 
is contained in Sec. 14, Chap. 61, Tit. 12, 
Public Statutes of Massachusetts.

The theory of lucky numbers was in 
great favor in the days of lotteries. With 
a view to lucky numbers one man would se- 
lect his own age, or the age of his wife. or of 
some eminent person; another would select 
the date of the year; another arow of odd or 
even numbers. One lady, in 1790, bought 
No. 17,000, because she thought it was near- 
est in sound to 1790, which was already sold 
to some other applicant. 

It is related that the 5th of January. 1774, at 
the conclusion of drawing tne State Lottery 
at Guildhall, Nd. 11,058, as the! rawn 
ticket, was declared to be entitled to the 
£1,000, and was so printed invthe paper of 
benetits by order of the Gommissioners. It 
was besides a prize of £100. But after the 
wheels were carried back to Whitehall, and 

there opened, the tieket No. 72,348 was 
found sticking in a creviee of the wheel, and, 
being the next drawn ticket after all the 
prizes were drawn, was advertised by the 
Commissioners’ order as entitled to the 
£1,000, as the last drawn tieket— which at- 
fair made a great deal of noise,” as the pa- 
pers of the day quaintiy said. 

The abolition of lotteries deprived the 
Government of a revenue amount to 
nearly £300,000 a year; but it was wisely 
felt that the inducement to gambiing held 
out by them was a great moral evil which 
should be abolished, as diverting attention 
from the mere legitimate ate paths of earning 
money and supplanting. steady industry; it 
wrought immense mischief also, fur it was 
notorious that shopmen rebbed their masters, 
servaut girls their mistresses, friends bor- 
rowed frou each other under false pretences, 
and husbands stinted their households of 
necessaries—all to raise the means of pur- 
rm a & part or the whole of a lottery

The First Theatre tn the City. 

Cm, June %.—[Editor of The Trib 
une.]—Isherwood & McKenzie’s Theatre 
was opened in Chicago in October, 1837, that 
being the first theatrical exhibition in Chica 
go, and undoubtedly the first in the State of 
Illinois. It was opened iu the old Sauganash 
Hotel, a wooden building which stood on the 
east side of Market street, about 100 feet 
south of Lake street, which was nearly in 
the suburbs of the young city, for Chicago 
was then a city of only six months and con- 
tained onty about 3,500 inhabitants.

The Strike Closed at Last, 

As was predicted in these columus several 
weeks ago, the strike of the union bricklay- 
ers died a natural death during the last 
week, and the union, as a body, powerful tor 
either good or evil, is practically a thing of 
the past. Now that the trouble is past it 
would not be unwise for those who were 
most seriously affected by the senseless con- 
troversy to look over the ground calmly and 
more carefully jaan they have hitherto done, 
and see whether something of profit may not 
be gleaned from the experience now fort- 
unately closed; whether they cannot devise 
some plan that will prevent the recurrence of 
such a difficuity. Every sensible man, be he 
employer or employé, will not hesitate one 
moment, when he is made acquainted with 
the alleged basis for the strike, to pronounce 
it utterly cause t was degun by men 
in the union, who, like their kind in every 
organization of that character, spend much 
more of their timein fomenting discord be- 
tween workmen and their employers than in 
an effort to earn au honest living. And it 
was prolonged by an unfortunate line of un- 
Wise condact on the part of men and organ- 
izations on both sides. A partof the course 
adopted by the waster masons which lacked 
Wisdom was that of paying the leaders of the 
strike the courtesy of treating with them for 
the settlement of a trouble which they had 
brought on without the slightest reason. 
liad the bosses’ association adopted the ad- 
vice of some of the more experienced of their 
number they would never have consented to 
any form of conference in the premises, but 
would have ignored the strikers according to 
their deserts, and would have thereby ended 
the strike and broken up the union 
long before they did. A drawback to 
this course, it must be admitted, was the ac- 
tion of various trade and labor organizations 
which furnished the strikers money almost 
without stint for several weeks in the earlier 
part of the strike. By succor they were ren- 
dered much stronger in their position for the 
time being. But it was an open secret that 
in nearly every instance where money was 
voted for the support of the strike there was 
a strong element opposed to rendering such 
ald to an unworthy cause, and there was 
every reason to believe that the protestations 
of this element would at length heard and 
the supply cut off. e men who man- 
aged the strike were not fighting for princi- 
pie, and as long as they could hold out 
and embarrass building operations they 
were perfectly willmg to adopt any 
course, honorable or otherwise, to that 
end. They were men who were 
endeavoring to secure by knavery that which 
they could not earn by honest toil, and they 
stopped at no extreme. After doing much 
damage to their fellow-workmen, as well as 
we community at large, they have finally 


been foreed to suceumb, and there is little 


danger that they will be able to stir up fur- 
ther contention this season. But some pro- 
vision must be made for the future. or 
‘two or three years past building in and ut 
Chicago has been embarrassed by strikes 
similar to the one just closed, and as near as 
can be calculated no benefit has accrued to 
any one from them, On the contrary, serious 
loss has resulted to the workmen and the 
city. There is a-prospect that for some time 
to come the bosses will be able to figure with 
a trifle of certalnty on the probable cost of 
labor; but they s d see to it that there is 
never a recurren f suoh a disgraceful 
squabble. By concerted action they can stop 
a similar move in. its incipiency, and prevent 
a strike in nearly every department of build-

The summer following that of 1838 the 
company returned, accompanied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Germon, a very estimable couple * 
married, she only 17 years of age; Mr. War- 
ren, the present retired Veteran comedian 
of the Boston Theatre, and Master Jeffer- 
son, who 1 think is the Van Winkle 
of ay. The company continued with but 
littie change, except by visits from occasion- 
al stars, through each successive summer 
until 1840, and possibly 1841. The journey 
frum any theatrical centre to Chicago was in 
those days a great undertaking, hence visits 
from other actors were rare. Previous to 
their arrival in 1838 a new theatre had been 
fitted up by a reconstruction of the auction 
house of L. W. Moutgomery, on the west 
side of Dearborn street, about hali-way be- 
tween South Water street and Couch alley. 
This theatre was a little larger and was hand- 
somer and more complete for its purposes. 
Then, too, it was at the very centre of 
business and resort; the only bridge 
on the main river being at that 
time at Dearporn street, and one of the 
principal hotefS, the Tremont House, being 
on the same block. The oniy “ eating- 
house,” the city refectory as it was called, 
was on the east side of the street, nearly op- 
posit the theatre, and the auction-rooms, 
which, as before stated, were previous to the 
establishment of the theatre the only places 
of amusement in the town, were in the imme- 
diate neighborhood, and above all there was 
adjoining the theatre the famous Eagle,“ 
kept by lke Cook, which was the resort of poli- 
ticians, and, as every man was a politician in 
those days, it will readily be understood 
the theatre was at the centre of gravity. 
Among the star actors, if not the only ones, 
were Mrs. Mci.ean, Dan Marble, and Isaac 
Merritt. This lsane Merritt was the stage 
name of the since worid-wide famous 
i. M. Singer. Mr. Singer was then 
(in 1838) in Chicago perfecting a drilling- 
machine which he had invented for use in 
blasting rock on the canal, which was then 
in process of construction. The extent of 
his acting was, asa volunteer, to act Rich- 
ard III. Mr. Marble played Sam Patch and 
The Golden Farmer. He was a great at- 
traction. Une evening when I wes there he 
hurt himself in jumping as Sam Patch. Mr. 
Warren | remelnver as the finest comedian 
lever saw. Especially in that elegant come- 
dy, * Tne Irish Am or,” his acting 
was exquisit, 

During the whole time that theatre was in 
Chicago the acting was chaste and the plays 
were unexceptionable. The only unsatis- 
factory effort Lever attended was that of an 
attempted grand scenic and mechanical dis- 
play in producing The Lady of the Lake.” 
That called out a crowded house, but it was 
not repeated. “The Lady of Lyons,” then 
just out, was produced with fine effect. 
Goldsujith’s She Stoops to Conquer ” and 
other similar standard plays were the rule. 

Finally, in 1841, as near as 1 can remember, 
the company went south to return no more.

ot being slave-thinkers, we of the liberal 
school have breken a good — chains 
which others have not got rid ot. There'is 
one peculiarity about the fetters which have 
been for for human souls under the name 
of religion. All other chains are just as 
strong as, and no stronger than, their weak- 
est link. ‘The religious chain alone is 
treated as if it wereas strong as its strongest 
link. One adopts a creed, a church, a dog- 
ma—one of many he has considered. The 
weak link in the chain of his religion is the 
judgment which decided his choice, and 
which he thinks he strengthens by wrapping 
his faith about it. But faith itself must pass 
the ordeal of our haman Judgment, or it is 
liable to end in literal self-crucifixion. as in 
the case of the young Venetian in the year 
1805, or, as We have seen not long ago, in de- 
liperate child-murder. Even the great apos- 
tle was modest enough to say: “I think I 
have the spirit of God.” 

Recognizing with Paul the need of testing 
the reasonableness of our spiritual beliefs, the 
application.of this belief has led the liberal 
Christian so-called, and is in a fair way of 
leading many religious bodies, to the rejec- 
tion or silent reling sichiness o2 certain doc- 
trines which have formed the base of theo- 
logical systems.

A STREET’S ROMANCE. 


How a Girl Beyond the Sea Gave Her 
Name to a Chicego Therouchfare. 

„ have been reading some articles on the 
history of street names in Chicago lately, 
and have not seen that anybody has ex- 
plained how Emma street got its name, put

A RAT-CHARMER. 


The Way an Expert Entices the Ro- 
dents to Their Death. 

[New York Sun.]—Said Mr. Thomas Ful- 
lerton, a retired rat-catcher, as he picked up 
a large 
held it, squealing, in the air: 

“Rats is all alike. People talk of the 
sewer rat, the house rat, the Norway rat, but 
they’re all the same thing. There's no dit- 
ference between them. They all come from 
the sewers in the first place, and if a house 
is tight at the bottom and no holes from the 
sewers the rats won't get in.” 

“How do you catch rats?’ asked the re- 
porter, 

“It’s all done on scientific principles. 
This is the only way of holding a rat.“ 

Fullerton was still holding the old rat in 
his tongs. He whisked the rat up under his 
arm-pit and closed his arm uponit. The po- 
sition did not seem to suit him. He repeated 
the maneuvre until the belly of the rat laid 
evenly against his side. Then he released 
the tongs and held tne rat in position by the 
pressure of his arm. Sliding his hand over 
the rat’s back, he seized it firmly by the 
shoulders and pulled it out. The rat was 
powerless to bite him, although it squirmed 
and squealed vigorously. Pulling dewn its 
lower jaw, he showed the two long, narrow 
fangs set closely together. 

Those are bad things to be bit with,“ he 
said. “ The first bite don't amount to much, 
and it is only when the teeth close with a 
second pressure that there is trouble. That 
drives fangs in so deep that the poison 
at the Toots comes off in the wounds. 1 
have had my arm swollen clear upto the 
shoulder by a small bite on the hand. Buta 
rat won't bite unless you frighten him.” 

“ How do you clear a house of rats? 

“If the house has a soft cellar goor I can 

t the rats out, but I can’t keep them out. 

fit has a hard foundation, I hunt out all 
the holes leading from the sewers and stop 
them up with sand and cement. That pre- 
vents any more from getting in and those 
in the house from escaping. Having made 
the cellar tight, I find the runways by which 
the rats gofrom one floor to another. ‘These 
are generally along lead pipes in the walls. 
A rat will run up a lead pipe as easy as walk 
along the floor. I nail a small square piece 
of tin over a part of the runway. and I grease 
the outside. Now, arat can’t run up this, 
and he slips down when he comes to it. 

“If lcan’t get at the runaways I find the 
hole and fix this wire door onit. You see, it 
is made of four pieces of short wire Jaid par- 
allel, held together by crossbars and sharp- 
ened at the ends. This is suspended by the 
top overa rat hole. Coming from the hole a 
rat can easily lift it up and get through, but 
he can't get back, as the gate falls and the 
sharp points prevent him from lifti it. 
Now I make a rat trap of the whole house. 
I so fix the gates and tin slides that the rats 
will all be led into one room in the basement. 
There they are ome | caught, as they can- 
not possibly get out. I go among them with 
a dark lantern and pick them up with my 
tongs. I can catch them as quickly as a cat 
can a mouse. If they get in places where 1 
can’t reach them I shoot them with this long 
target pistol. I use these little target car- 
tridges, and it kills them every time. 

„When the rats get in ceilings | smother 

m out with cayenne pepper. I havea 
fumigator here which works like ab air- 
ump, 1 burn red pepper in it and pump it 
to the ceiling. The rats can’t stand 
and they go out as fast as they can. That is 
better than a ferret, as the ferrets are expen- 
sive and the rats odten kill them. Ferrets are 
scary — — 4 to handle. If they bite you have 
to pry their jaws open. hen I want to 
eateh rats for dogs I set traps. First I re- 
move everything out of their way so that 
they will get very hungry. Then 1 set the 
traps. Then I have another way of catching 
I wear rubber shoes into a slaughter- 
dark lantern.

: a front corner of the stage, 


A Néw Drama in Which the Villain 
Alone Is Worthy of Extended 
Notice. 
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Cozy and Quiet Places Where People Spend 
the Summer, Ste., Etc. : 


New York, June 6.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]|—“ Chester A. Arthur should not be 
thought of as a candidate for reélection to 
the Presidency. He is not only a disgrace 
to that high office, but to civilization.” This 
was not political condemnation. It was an 
acute expression of sympathy fur fish. The 
speaker was a tall, gaunt, middie-aged man, 
with a singularly long and melancholy face, 
hair reaching straight and square to his col- 
lar, and other personal peculiarities which 
make Henry ‘Bergh known on sight to all 
New York, But why was he dow on Ar- 
thur ? Let him explain: “The dent 
of the United States should stand for the 
highest development of our humanity. 
I Wave nothing to say against Mr. Ar- 
thur’s Administration. He is personally a 
polished gentleman. But he is a fisherman, 
which is the same as saying that his instincts 
are murderously cruel. It is a dreadful 
wrong to find diversion in torturing and kill- 
ing dumb creatures. You may want to 
laugh at me for saying this now, but twenty 
years hence you will be in the small minor- 
ity, provided you don’t in the meantime go 
over to the majority and conclude that Ush- 
ing, like hunting, is barbarous and merciless. 
It is not so many years as that ago when 
cock-fighting was considered a sport for re- 
fined ladies to delight in. Dog-fighting and 
rat-baiting have barely ceased to find favor 
in the eyes of gentlemen. Pigeomshooting 
is just now passing into disgrace. Hunting 
and dishing will come next in the order of 
just condemnation. But the President ought 
already to represent the advance in this re- 
gard. Every time he drops a line hé lowers 
himself. it is too bad—teo bad.” 

SCRAMBLING FOR PETTY OFFICES. 

As to politics, we are locally agitated by 
the law authorizing the expenditure of fifteen 
millions, and probably clearing the way to

The people urgently need the improve- 
ment, and the politicians are quite as certain 
that the money ought to be spent. There is 
a subtle quality in a free lunch that makes it 
appetizing.

This 
same principle must be involved in political 
patronage. Men who would consider them- 
selves Inadequately paid for regular work at 
a thousand a year will eagerly give their time 
for less money to any employment with pol- 
ities in it. I saw an illustration this week at 
the office of the Excise Board. There had 
been a change of Commissioners, and conse- 
quently a displacement of Inspectors. The 
latter are officials who are sent about town 
to investigate the character of appli- 
cants for liquor licenses. Admitting that 


even occasional bribes in money—and I 
am glad to believe that the majority 
don’t do gither—it would be sup- 
posed that it would require liberal 
) salaries to reconcile them to’ their un- 
pleasant and often dangerous duties, Well, 
they get a little more man $17 a week, and 
yet the rooms of the Commissioners were 
crowded with applicants for the places and 
their influential friends. The candidates, as 
a rule, were men who ought to easily com- 
mand salaries at least one-third larger in 
mercantile business. Among their backers 
were Aldermen, Assembiymen, and other 
politicians with power to apply, and whose 
time 1 should guess to be worth as much per 
day as the pay of an Inspector per week.

And the newspapers deemed the 
matter of so much interest that I counted 
thirteen reporters, who had been sent to 
write about the proceedings at a cost of $4 
to $10 a day. 
DIZZY DRAMAS. 

Reporters worth employing at all are pretty 
well paid herein New York, though any- 
body who took Roland Reed’s personation 
as truthful might not think so. Reed is 
venturing here asa star, and the character 
he has chosen is that of a reporter. Those 
who know anything about reputable news- 
paper methods may judge how improbable 
he is from the fact that he is represented as 
having been sent by a New Lerk daily 
journal to Virginia for the purpose of writ- 
ing sketches of notable residents and charg- 
ing them $25 apiece.

What He Thiaks of the Becent Elee- 
tions in Virginia. 
Wasurneron, D. C., June 9 — Senator 
Mahone is in Washington. Belng asked by 
a TRIBUNE correspondent today about the 
general result of the recent elections in Vir- 
ginia, the Senator said: “ While I am not 
able to give you figures as to the different 
counties, I can say that the results were gen- 
erally favorable to us, especially in the white 


counties. In the counties where the negroes 


have a heavy majority our work was very 
difficult and not so successful, The col- 
ored people have always been made to be- 
lieve that there was no ‘politics’ in county 
or local elections, and so they have been in 
the habitof voting their personal preferences, 
without regard to the political status of the 
candidates fer county offices. A good many 
of the claims of victory made by our oppo- 
nents are purely fictitious. For example, in 
our own county they claim a victory because 
they elected a Commonwealth Attorney— 
carefully concealing the fact that of the 


twenty-eight county and township officers 
elected in that county twenty-five are anti- 
Bourbons, 1 black counties they re- 
sorted to ey means of misrepresentation 
in order-to deceiye the negroes and defeat 
us. The trouble in such counties is that 
there are not enough intelligent white Read- 
justers to officer the colored voters properly. 
The Bourbons are better disciplined, 
althongh no more strongly organized, than 
we. are, and that accounts for some of their 
successes. I have no misgivings as to the 
future, however. With proper encourage- 
ment and not too much sentimental squeam- 
ishness we can carry Virginia and North Car- 
oling against the Bourbon candidate for Pres- 
ident next year,”

Cacao, June 9.—[Editor of The Tribune] 
—The Canadian Irish are up in arms about 
the appointment of the Marquis of Lans- 
downe to the Governor-Generalship of Can- 
ada, They are probably not aware that it 
might have been worse for them, It is pos 
itively asserted that Mr. Gladstone had to 
choose between the Marquis and Mr, Will- 
lam E. Forster, ex-Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, and known to all ultrapatriotic Lrish- 
men as “ Buckshot,” Mr. Forster was the 
choice of two members of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet at least. These are Sir Charles W. 
Dilge and Mr, Chamberlain, and Mr. Glad- 
stone’s refusal to appoint their favorit is said 
to have been much resented by both gentle- 
men, Their motives in pressing the appoint- 
ment of Forster are not above suspi- 
clon, It iss sald that it was in- 
tended as a sort of honorable 
banishment for him. Mr. Forster, 
as is well known, attributes his virtual dis- 
misgal from the Irish Secretaryship to Dilke 
and Chamberlain, particularly the latter, 
he lost no opportunity to thwart 
plans of both. They, therefore, determined 
his exile. Forster himself, it may be added, 
sought the appointment as a vindication. 
But Gladstone does not like Forster, and he 
also felt no doubt that it would be a perijous 
experiment to send him to the town where 
D’ Arcy McGee met his fate, therefore Laus- 
downe was chosen. : 

It may geem strange that the opposition to 
Lansdowne should be 80 great among the 
Irish, He is an Irisnman himself, born by 
accident in England. He is a descendant of 
the most noted of the Norman-Irish fami- 
lies, the Geraldines, “who . channeled 
deep old Lreland’s heart by constancy 
and worth.”

THE LANSDOWNE ESTATES. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne inherits a 
large landed property in Southwest Cork and 
Kerry. the ancient patrimony of the O’Sul- 
livans, which Was confiscated by Sir William 
Petty, his maternal ancestor, a Cromwellian 
soldier, His annual income from this land 
is $175,000, Not a penny of this is spent in 
lreland. The O’Sullivan sept have never 
acquiesced in Lansdowne's title. As ten- 
ants under English law they refused to vay 
rents; they have shot the agents of this 
Lansdowne and of his ancestors; the blood 
of his bailiffs without number bas bedewed 
the grassy slopes of Kerry, That the bailiffs 
were nearly all of the O’Sullivan sept 
did not matter.

In the same document 
he quaintly adds that he dies “in the prac- 
tice ot such religious worship as I find estab- 
lished by the law of my country.“ This was 
the founder of the Lansdowne estates. 

WHAT HE LEABNED. | 

In the famine years,” says Mr. Russell, 
“ this estate was not only the scene of the 
most awful miseries of that awful ti but 
it was also the place from which . laree 
emigration took place under the aus- 
pices of the late Mr. Trench (tne agent), 
which has left to this y bitter memories 
behind it.“ Manx of those assisted emi- 
grants settled in Montreal, The majority of 
tnem died there in the hospital or during the 
voyage of the famine fever.
